THE YELLING YELLOWS. 


Everything in all the world and in 
all ages that has been done well hzs 
been done calmly and deliberately. 
Most of the things that have been 
poorly done owe their imperfections 
to the haste, lack of consideration or 
violence that markt their accomplish- 
ment. 


When men are smarting under a 
sense of injustice, when they are un- 
duly swayed by splendid oratory, when 
they are workt up to great enthusi- 
asms by wonderful success or lasht to 
bitter rage and fury by denial or de- 
feat, the courses they determine on 
are seldom pursued with profit. Their 
judgment under such circumstances 
is out of plumb and their findings, or 
pronouncements, never endure. 

In deliberativ bodies, unless both 
sides of an issue are championed by 
equally eloquent advocates, eratory 
ought to be barred altogether. 

All appeals to the emotions ought 
to be lookt at askance. It is the in- 
tellect that should be addressed. In 
these days of unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion men must use their heads more 
and their springs of feeling—aye, their 
hearts—less. 

Justice, fairness and impartiality 
must be upheld and maintained. 

Violent speech, incendiary utter- 
ance, exaggeration and over-statement 
must be curbed sharply, and those 
who indulge in them discredited fully 
and, if possible, finally. 

We don’t say “go slow.” We say 
“don’t go at all’ until we can go about 
the business calmly and cooly. Let's 
get composed. Let’s get tranquil. Let’s 
get collected. 

How? 

Well, it is something of an order but 
it can be done, 

The first big step in the right direc- 
tion must be the disciplining of the 
yellow press. 

Its wild hullabaloo, discordant 
clamor and vociferous uproar must be 
abated, and the people of the show 
world can help. They can help by re- 
fusing to take it seriously. They could 
almost put the yellow press out of 
business, alone and unaided. 

It is not strong. Tho seemingly 
firmly intrenched, it is extremely vul- 
nerable. It could not stand a general 
lauf directed against it. if renewed and 
maintained consistently. 

It is vulnerable because it is ridicu- 
lously sensational. 

It is vulnerable because it deliber- 
ately twists and distorts facts and 
colors news, but chiefly, it is vulner- 
able because it is the most mercenary 
of all businesses. It practices muck- 
raking and hate-fomenting for the 
money there is in it—for the circula- 
tion that they make. Then it deliber- 
ately exploits its readers by opening 
its advertising columns to all kinds 
of swindlers, sharpers, rogues, cheats, 
knaves, impostors and tricksters, 


Its preachments are the veriest pose. 
Pretending to champion the cause of 
labor, of the poor and the down-trod- 
den, it seeks to gain their contidence 
only to turn loose among them a horde 
of advertisers not one bit better than 
pickpockets. 


For the most part it underpays its 
employes, with the exception of or- 
ganized labor, most shamelessly. With 
but few exceptions no high class of 
men are so subjected to the mean, pet- 


There is a_ well-defined movement 
among business men who advertise, 
to withold patronage from these pa- 
pers on the ground that they foment 
class hatred. 

There is a strong sentiment among 
honest advertisers not to allow their 
advertisements to appear in company 
with the lying, stealing, scheming pat- 
ent medicine, quack doctor and get- 
rich-quick business, which bulks so 
large in them.

We have got to clean up our advertising columns again. 
There are too many complaints coming in against managers 
who find it cheaper to advertise for new people than to pay 
back salaries, and too many leveled at actors, agents and em- 
ployees who secure transportation and money to take them 
out of hock and then never show up. 

We have only barred chronic and notorious offenders of 


this class heretofore. 


This course is plainly not drastic enuf, so in the future any 
flagrant case of dishonesty or deliberate breach of good faith 
proved or well vouched for, is going to get the offender’s name 
on our list, and it is going to stay there until he can show 
precious good cause why it should be removed. 

Skins are not going to use our advertising columns more 
than once in the future—not if we can prevent it, and we think 


we can. 


Don’t get the idea that we are going to be a Dun or Brad- 
street. We would not think of prying into the private affairs of 
managers, nor of maintaining espionage on employees; and as 
for selling that sort of information—ugh !—none of that kind of 
money for ours. We are attending to our own business—clean, 
reliable advertising columns is our business. 

We will take no snap judgment. Misfortune, sickness and 
hard luck will be carefully weighed and considered; in fact, 
we will be very, very sure that we are right, but then just as 
surely we throw the offender out. 


Please get us—get us right.

ty and sordid worries and cares inci- 
dent to inadequate salaries as the re- 
porters, paragrafers and rewritemen 
on the yellow press. 


Most of the dirty sheets, moreover, 
are fearfully undermanned, because 
brilliant and well-meaning, but biased 
and lopsided enthusiasts and zealots 
engaged in reform and uplift work, 
write for them free of charge. When 
your zealots fail the regular men are 
driven like dogs. 


Moreover, there is no greater cow- 
ard on earth than the partner of 
thieves, and that, to all intents and 
purposes, is what the proprietor of a 
yellow journal is—yet, just that. 

Tending to the yellow press does not 
look so formidable now, does it? 


Encourage both these movements, 
refuse to purchase, urge your friends 
and acquaintances to do likewise, ex- 
pose and rid e their pretensions 
whenever you have the chance and— 
we will soon have sanity. 


Don’t depend on the “kept” dailies 
—the subsidized press, whoring for 
special interests. It is as venal and 
unprincipled as a “kept”? woman and 
wields about as much influence. It, 
too, exploits its readers, and driven to 
be startling along lines other than 
those followed by the yellows, attacks 
plays, amusements and the people of 
the stage, invading their private lives 
for material with which to sensa- 
tionalize. 


Hand it to both classes but pound 
away hardest at the yellows. They are 
the big disturbers. 

There will be a tremendous decrease 
in the number of professional agi- 
tators and designing demagogs with 
the abatement of the muckers and 
yellow press, because their advertis- 
ing will be cut off. When the ma- 
jority of the remainder find that ap- 
plaus, and mighty little of that, is ail 
that is left in the game, there will be 
even fewer. 

Then will we be able to hear, to 
listen, to collect ourselves and think. 
Then we will be able to do something 
and what we do will be worth doing. 
But not until then. 


PUTTING THE DO IN DUTY. 


Never mind your own particular busi- 
ness. If you do, you won't have time 
to worry over the boss’ shortcomings 
and limitations, nor to criticize his 
policy, which is your first duty. 


James Sterling said, “The deepest- 
rooted cause of American disease is 
that overworking of the brain and 
over-excitement of the nervous sys- 
tem, which are the necessary conse- 
quences of their intense activity— 
hence, nervous dyspepsia, with con- 
sumption, insanity and all its brood of 
fell disorders in its train In a word 
the American man works himself to 
death,” 

There is some truth in that sage 
observation, but it is mostly bunk. 
That worth-while Americans overwork 
as a rule, is true enuf, but that any 
appreciable number work themse'ves 
to death is untrue. 

Most of them get next to themselves 
coincidentally with the first wallop 
that nature takes at them. Thereafter 
instead of “resting’’ over a high-ball 
or a beer in the smoke-laden bars or 
seeking their diversion from cards or 
an easy chair and a novel, they take 
to walks in the parks or country. 
Those that can afford it take up horse- 
back riding or golf. Those that are 
light and lithe go in for tennis. But 
so long as it is exercise in the open 
air, it does not matter what form it 
takes It is the oxygen, ozone and 
sunshine, together with the exercise 
(which must be diverting) that are 
important. 

These men, far from finding that 
they have to quit work, discover that 
their capacity is increast—that they 
are not only capable of greater output, 
but that it is better in quality. 

Work never killed anyone in Amer-

And 
it is lack of exercise and recreation in 
the fresh air and sunshine that brings 
on worry. 

Work isa blessing. We are not sure 
that we know what a blessing is, but 
anyhow, work is one great big boon.

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ACTS IN LONDON 


American Artists Seen in Lon- 
don and Reviews of 
Their Acts 


Lee White and Geo, Perry (Palladium. April 
21).—These talented Yankees made their En- 
giish debut at the first show, appearing third 
after intermission. They were an unquestioned 
hit and if the reception which was accorded 
their {Initial appearance may be considered a 
criterion America has lost them for good and 
all. English music hall bills are In need of 
just such a turn as Miss White and Mr. Perry 
so skillfully accomplish. While there may be 
unforeseen difficulties arising in future, their 
yogue was assured, within all common expec- 
tations, before they had finisht their opening 
song (Kentucky). They subsequently essayed 
a single by Miss White (All My Dreams Came 
True) and there were, in all, this single and 
three doubles. Their concluding numbers were 
Love Me All the Time and Kiss Me. Be- 


tween the third and fourth song there was a) 


clever routine of comedy ‘“‘interruption,’’ in 


which the brunt of the talk fell about equally | 


between them. Miss White was a revelation, 
in voice, appearance, dressing, personal charm 
and style of song rendition. Perry was im- 
maculate in dress, manly and effectiv to the 
last degree in fulfilling the requirements of 
his share in the act. Many hundreds of dol- 
lars were represented in their attire; when 
they stepped upon the stage Miss White's 
wardrobe made the women falrly gasp in ad- 
miration. The act is almost ideally formed, 
altho a little “rough stuff’? might well be dis- 
carded. Altogether America scored heavily and 
these clever exponents of ‘“‘ragging’’ and its 
attendantly unique comedy are to be most 
heartily felicitated upon their advent in En- 
glish vandevil. They should stay long and 
happily if they get their just deserts; the Pal- 
ladium audience voted them an unqualified hit 
upon the spot. 


Elfie Fay (Euston Palace, April 21).—Miss 
Fay has been over here several months, but 
only recently re-appeared in the London bills. 
She fared fairly with the Euston Palace au- 
dience and !¢ was not until her third number 
that they ‘“‘got her’ style of doing things. 
Eventually she was applauded sufficiently to 
warrant the three bows she helped herself to. 
Thru about twelve minutes Miss Fay mugged, 
cavorted, contorted, sang, imitated, danced, 
fooled, jollied, jumped, squinted, squirmed, 
made faces and moocht around thru a routine 
of not very much ef anything but clownish 
tom-foolery and comedy antics. If Miss Fay 
will instruct us better how to describe her 
specialty in ‘‘one’’ we will ask the editor to 
print it. On our own behalf this ts the best 
we can do. 


Charlotte Parry (Euston Palace, April 21).-- 
Great an artist as she was in America Miss 
Perry !s now greater because she Is away from 
home playing before andiences that, Initially, 
are called upon to consider an example of 
artistic endeavor to which, among women 
artists, they were practically, If not entirely, 
unaccustomed. To demonstrate the fysical re- 
sourcefulness of this remarkable girl (a slight 
and outwardly appearing delicate creature) 
let us first mention that she ts currently em- 
ployed both at the Euston and Pavilion. At 
the Iast mentioned hall she is presenting an 
entirely different protean scene, Into the Light. 
There are two shows at the Euston and one at 
the Pavilion, save Saturdays when an extra 
performance must be added for matinees at 
each house. Therefore, after a hard five nights’ 
grind she must on Saturday give, in all, five 
performances and do two sketches. In The 
Comstock Mystery (Euston) she plays seven 
characters, making three extra changes in two 
of them. We have not seen Into the Light, 
but our belief is that easily six characters are 
depicted. Just figure that out, Imagine a girl 
who does not look to welgh fifteen pounds 
over a hundred; remember that her changes are 
accomplisht with lightning speed, 
of the sketch frequently requiring her to cross 
back and forth (behind the scenes) the full 
width of the amount of stage in use; recall 
that im each role there {ts an absolutely differ- 
ent characterization in voice, manner and de- 
tall, with lines to deliver and emotions to ex- 
Press, let alone traveling one of the longest 
miles you ever saw in a taxi-cab, and present- 
ing two different stories three times a night 
end five times on Saturday! Wonderful, won- 
derful, wonderful woman we say. Of The 
Comstock Mystery not much, In detall, need 
here be written: the offering Is familiar thruout 
American vandevil fields. But we would take 
the opportunity to express unbounded admir- 
stion and praise for Miss Parry's undeniably 
Superlatiy artistry; for the fullness of her 
grasp upon every character she portrays and 
to record that greater praise than ours came 
from the almost breathless attention which an 
audience of the type which frequents the Fus- 
ton Palace gave to her efforts, There was no

The matter of a funeral fund also came up 
for discussion and a committee has been ap- 
pointed to investigate the best method of pro- 
cedure in which to create this fund for the 
burial of their dead brethren.

Lew Nicholas, clown, is entitled to 
the credit of conceiving this taking feature 
of the parade. He has charge of the jolly twen. 
ty wits who shoot Folly as she files under the 
big top and set it a-spinning. 

In addition to the animals named above, there 
are ten leopards, jaguars, pumas, con 
garg, hyenas, Rajah, the Royal Bengal tiger 
(worthy of ‘‘caps’’) Polar bears, black bears, 
antelopes from Central Africa, monkeys, birds 
of paradise, eic.

The symbolism of the design is that 
Columbia is the hostess of the world at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition of 1915. Upon the 
globe bearing the magnified relief of the isthmus 
connecting North and South America, severed »y 
artificial means, stands a beautiful personifica- 
tion of Columbia, bearing in her left hand a 
shovel crowned with a laurel wreath as emblem 
of her great constructiv task completed, while, 
to illustrate the peaceful object of her labor 
she bears in her right hand an olive branch. She 
also wears at her side a sheathed sword, a mute 
evidence of her purpose to protect and defend 
the fruit of her stupendous task. In the back 
ground are shown the rays of the dawn of a new 
era in her history. Far below is shown a birds- 
eye view of the great waterway connecting the 
two oceans. In the two locked channels between 
the rock walls of the great cut one sees a 
Chinese junk eastward bound and a modern liner 
westward bound, a symbol of inter-change of 
commerce between the Orient and Occident. 
The designer stands among the ablest living 
symbolists. His work on the World's Fair at 
St. Louis showed perhaps as charmingly as any- 
thing he has done his rare gift for telling facts 
in symbol or picture writing. In open competi- 
tion of the entire United States his was the de- 
sign selected for the famous punch bowl preseat- 
ed by the Germans of America to the Emperor 
and Empress of Germany at their silver wedding.

PUBLISHERS’ ROW 


New York, May 1 (Special to The Billboard). 
—New York song writers are constantly spring- 
ing surprises upon people who pretend to under- 
stand their ways and endeavor to follow the 
things they are doing—and tying to do. It 
frequently bas been remarkt that the manner 
in which two lyric writers wedded efforts to a 
single melodist and vice versa showed a joining 
of interests that was astonishing, to say the 
least. 

But the boys have gone this system one bet- 
ter. Now they not only present tandem efforts, 
but the also ‘‘pool’”’ songs. That is, half-a-dozen 
writers get together upon an effort, choose a 
pseudonym and write a song. This is placed in 
a new catalog and all the boys wish it well ana 
secretly boost it. 


The outsider will immediately declare that 
this information is all wrong. For the ego of 
the song writer is well known and putting forth 
tandem efforts is a different proposition from 
presenting songs by many writers (that is, 
mapy for each song), under a nom de plume. 
The outside wiseacre will say that we are prob- 
ably running short for material and resorting to 
vain surmisals in order to fill precious space. Per- 
haps the space-filling argument does apply to 
certain periodicals which cater to their adver- 
tisers by filling valuable agate with ‘‘music 
notes” rot, but that bas nothing to do with this 
story and we are prepared to show proof for 
our assertion. 

We were presented with a professional copy 
today. The name of the melody writer is well 
known in music row; and he is one of the lucky 
fellows who started into business on his own 
hook recently. (Remember this fact, please!) 
But we scratcht our head in perplexity when we 
read the fake-sounding name of the lyricist. It 
was a pame that had never happened on music 
row and even butchers, bakers, truck drivers and 
people net entitled to professional copies, but 
who get them nevertheless, would have been at 
a loss to say where they had seen or heard the 
name before. 


Later in the day, an uncentrolable appetite 
compelled us to venture Into a lunch room, It 
was a more necessary than cautious move, for 
we chose a place wherein many song writers ate. 
They were all talking about the wonderful new 
song (a professional copy of which is the sub- 
ject of the last paragraf), declaring it a positiv 
hit, (a declaration which writers usually confine 
to their own efforts), and paying particular trib 
ute to the great set of lyrics. Still we never 
tumbled. Even when one writer said the swing 
of the song reminded him of the work of a cer- 
tain genius, we did not understand. 

But the afternoon still afforded time to run 
into song writers and ere long we met one who 
candidly admitted that he had something to do 
with the number we are referring to. We began 
te see a new light and, when one of the foremost 
writers in the country prostituted a plang room 
for a demonstration of the song, praising it and 
admitting that ‘‘it was like his work,’’ we winkt 
our eyes as much as the song writers had prev- 
lously—for we thoroly understood, 

Here’s the solution to the whole affair. The 
new music publishing trust (about which we 
have made several remarks in the past), whicb

has shown an initial hand by gathering in any 
and all free writers of establisht reputations (and 
some without reps), to place them into bus'ness 
independently, on a little less than half the 
stock basis, has so many melody-writing pub- 
lishers enlisted that good lyric writers are hard 
to find. So, “in right’’ writers of the parent 
concern and new teams hastily gathered were 
instructed to pool materials and give the new 
firm’s writers credit for it. Certain ambitious 
lyricists will be placed against a desk and told 
to write ‘‘stickerveck,’’ in order that the houses 
embraced in the new trust may have suitable 
manuscripts. They will receive better proposi- 
tions than they ever enjoyed as contract lyricists, 
some of their work will be signed, but most of 
it will be “‘pooled’’ for the benefit of the smail- 
er firms subsidiary to the great ‘‘trust.’’ Isn't 
the explanation as simple as A B C?

They need great songs far more 
But it is their business to secure great songs and, 
in these days of many fairly good songs, only those with sensational, 
unexpected punch-lines are great songs. 

The punch-line is not partial.

THERE’S A MOTHER ALWAYS WAITING 
YOU AT HOME SWEET HOME—Words and 
music by James Thornton. After many copy- 
right evolutions, this song is now presenting an 
other b'd for fame. It’s a story of superficial 
home-sentiment, told in the style once popular; 
with long-frased, long-lined, long-winded verses 
of the ‘‘he-said, she-saldj’ type; wherein the 
“mother, old and gray’? comments upon her 
son's determination to leave the farm ‘‘among 
the city folks to dwell."’ The chorus !s Intro- 
duced by the peculiar-sound!ng line, ‘‘She spoke 
these words and then she said, ‘Good-bye’.’”” The 
words were to the effect that when the son would 
find himself, sick, devold of friendships, alone 
or penniless, (quoting) ‘‘There’s a mother always 
waiting you at home, sweet home.’’ In the short 
chorus, overtakes you is rhymed with shake you, 
not only weak because of rhyming the word end- 
ing with ‘‘s’’ and one without a final ‘‘s’’, but 
also because ‘‘shake you" is a peculiar frase for 
a respectable old lady, extremely fond of her 
son, to use when she might have found more 
polisht, tho quite simple, frases to express the 
idea of complete desertion of friends. However, 
the song has a sincere flavor thruout and, out- 
side of the frasing of the title itself, which 
seems to imply the omission of a word some- 
where !n its make-up, but which is excusable, 
perhaps, because so many mother songs have 
been written that to find any kind of a title Is 
commendable, possesses merits that should make 
it a good quartet number. (George W. Meyer 
Music Company, publishers.) 

NELLIE VERE—Written and composed by 
James Atlas. The song bears a simple dedica- 
tion, ‘In memory of one beyond recall,’’ which 


makes criticism a matter of extreme difficulty. 
It 1s written in a style long-since deserted by 
popular music writers, explaining how the vision 
of the beloved, now dead, steals before the eyes 
of the lover still living and how both the flowers 
and the lover miss the sunny smile of Nellie 
Vere. ‘‘It seems as if it banisht all my sigh,’’ 
is an ungraceful verse line, the sense of which 
is somewhat doubtful. The second verse, ex- 
plaining how,. way back in the dear old school 
days, the lover would crown Nellie with a hand- 
made crown and bringing out the thought that 
she now wears a crown among the angels, is 
very crudely exprest, the lines, ‘‘You’d stand 
still, while I made for you a crown, dear,’’ and 
“And now I am so drear, sweet Nellie Vere,”’ 
severely taxing the limits of poetic lIlcense. 
The title page (in one color), is not very flat- 
tering to the memory of Nellie Verre and the 
fact that it bears an announcement of the 
author’s previous efforts, The World’s Gone 
Wrong Since We Said Good-Bye, and Do Not 
Think Because I'm Rich That I Won’t Play 
With You, does little to convince a casual ob- 
server of the merits of the song. (The James 
Atlas Music Company, publishers.) 

THE PULLMAN PORTERS ON PARADE— 
Words by Ren G. May, music by Maurice 
Abrahams. This is a “regular song,’’ even 
if it is being publisht by a new concern. The 
lyric is unusualiy well-rhymed and fits nicely 
with the metrical construction of the unfor- 
gettable melody, cleverly telling the detailed 
story of how the Pullman porters’ parade im- 
prest at least one onlooker. An inner rhym- 
ing construction is used in the verses which 
does not interfere with the sense, however, and 
all the lines you’d expect to find in a song 
dealing with the peculiarities of railroad port- 
ers are faithfully employed. The whele song 
hag a typical Irving Berlin swing, following 
closely on the heels of his school of writing. 
The punch-line, ‘“‘See those tip collectors, those 
upper-berth inspectors,’’ is one of the most 
appropriate we have seen in a leng time and 
should do much to help this meritorious song 
over the heavy sea of popularizing.—(Maurice 
Abrahams, publisher.)

Passes Both Houses, and the Governor’s Signature. 
Only Required To Make It a Law

is as follows: 


(House Bill Wo, 322.) 
AN ACT. 


Providing a Board to Censor Motion-Picture 
Films and Prescribing the Duties ana 
Powers of the Same. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio: 


Section 1. There is created under the au- 
thority and supervision of the industrial com- 
mission of Ohio a board of censors of motion- 
picture films. Upon the taking effect of this 
act, the industrial commission shall appoint 
with the approval of the governor, three per- 
gons, one for one year, one for two years and 
one for three years, who shall constitute such 
board. Upon the expiration of the term of 
each member so appointed a successor shall be 
appointed in like manner for a term of three 
years. 


Sec. 2. The industrial commission shall fur- 
nish the board of censors with suitable office 
rooms and with sufficient equipment to proper- 
ly carry out the provisions of this act. The 
board of censors may organize by electing one 
of its members as president. The secretary 
of the industrial commission shall act as secre- 
tary of the board. Each member of the board 
of censors shall receive an annual salary of 
one thousand five hundred dollars per year. 
Such eslary and expenses shal] in no case ex- 
ceed the fees pald to the Onlo board of cen- 
sors for examination and approval of motion 
picture films. 


The members of the board shall be consider- 
ed as employees of the industrial commission 
and shell be paid as other employes of such 
commission are paid. The industrial commis- 
sion shall appoint such other assistants as may 
be necessary to carry on the work of the 
boerd. 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the board of 
censors to examine and censor as herein pro- 
vided. all motion-picture films to be publicly 
exhibited and displayed in the state of Ohio. 
Soch films shall be submitted to the board be- 
fore they shall be delivered to the exhibitor 
for exhibition. The board shall charge a fee 
of one ($1.00) dollar for each reel of film to 
be censored which does not exceed one thou- 
gand (1,000) lineal feet; for any reel of film 
exceeding one thousand (1,000) lineal feet, 
the sum of two ($2.00) dollars shall be charged. 
All moneys #0 received shall be paid each 
week into the state treasury to the credit of 
the general revenve fund. 


Sec, 4. Only such films as are in the judg- 
ment and discretion of the board of censors 
of a moral, educational or amusing and harm- 
less character shall be passed and approved by 
euch board. They shall be stamped or de- 
signated in an appropriate manner and _ con- 
secutivly numbered. Before any motion-pic- 
ture film shall be publicly exhibited, there 
shall be projected upon the screen the words 
“Approved by the Ohio Board of Censors’”’ and 
the number of the film. 

Sec. 5. The board of censors may work in 
conjunction with any censor board or boards of 
legal status of other states as a censor con- 
gress and the action of such congress in ap- 
proving or rejecting films shall be considered as 
the action of the board, and all films passed, 
approved, stamped and numbered by such con- 
gress, which the fees therefor have been paid 
to the Ohio board, shall be considered approved 
by such board. 


Sec. 6. Nimety days after this act shall 
| take effect no films may be publicly shown or 
j exhibited within the state of Obio unless they 
|} have been passed and approved by the board or 
the censor congress and stamped and number- 
ed by such board, or congress, as provided for 
| herein. 
| Sec. 7%. Any person, firm or corporation who

PARIS NEWS LETTER 


Quite a number of interesting things hap 
pened this week in the theatrical world and no: 
the least of these was a version in French of 
William Vaughan Moody’s Great Divide—Les

An adaption from the American stage is a 
rare France for two very good 
reasons, or even three. In the first place there 
are several playwrights in France, 
busy as the proverbial grain of popcorn in a red 
hot skillet, a year in and year out. Beyond a 
doubt the geographical circumferance of modern 
Gaul takes in more writers for the stage to th 
square inch than exist in any otber country in 
the world; and as each is struggling to get a 
there isn’t much chance for outsiders. 
In the second place the French theatrical man 
ager believes that just about the best that's 
going is done right here in his own country, so 
he asks himself why he should look elsewhere 
for stuff to present to his clientele, especially 
since that same clientele think the same kind 
of patriotic, net to thoughts 
themselves.

And lastly, the French manager's 
theory is that the drama seen in any given na- 
tion should be the drama of that na 
tion, with only a sprinkling of importations to 
give variety and at the same time serve as 
educators. If the Paris manager doesn't happen 
to think this way, the local newspapers soon sect 


him right on the subject, likewise his bex- 
office receipts drop off at a frightful rate. 
The contrast between French  theatergoers 


in this respect is so great as to cause wonder. 
In America the crowd wants to be amused, en 
tertained, pleased. It surges into that theater 
which offers it the most amusing thing, and by 
amusing we do not necessarily mean funny. 
And it doesn’t care a rap whether that thing 
be imported or home-grown whether the author 
be Ameican, French, Yiddish o> 
Chinese. All it asks is: ‘Is it a good show?’ 

On the cther hand the Fench audience first 
locks at the name of the author of the play. 
If the author be a foreigner, they are apt to 
stay away from the theater, unless that same 
author has been sufficiently press-agented to be 
the object of a lusty curiosity—which curiosity, 
being another name for human nature, is the 
sume the world over. If the author be French 
all the difference in the world is made between 
this one and that. Just as the American read- 
ing public looks for the names of the authors of 
the “Six Best Sellers’’ just so the French 
playgoing crowd looks for the names of popular 
playmakers. To mention specific names would 
scarcely be fair. however, since most of the 
best-known French authors are also well-known 
in the United States. but were it not for such a 
scruple, we might name So and So whose play 

a success from jump and The Other 
Fellow, who is a member of the French Academy 
(which So and So is not) yet who has to de- 
liver the goods first and get the crowds aftir- 
wards, 

Once imside the playhouse the American 
crowd relaxes and lets itself lauf or cry, as its 
emotions dictate, without caring whether Timo- 
thy Hicks, of Hicksville, Ind., is the author of 
the play, or Monsieur Gaston de Fromage de 
Brie. If there is any distinction, it is always 
in favor of the stranger.

SHOWS OPEN 


Thirty-third Season Ushered In Under Auspicious Con- 
ditions at Collinsville, Ill., April 28—Show Is 
Exceptionally Strong and a Success- 
ful Season Seems Assured 


By WILL J. FARLEY. 


Collinsville, lll., April 28 (Special to The 
Billboard).—The thirty-third inauguration of the 
Great Frank Robbins’ Shows occurred here to 
day, and it began its season under the most 
auspicious conditions. Ideal weather prevailed, 
and the opening performance was given with- 
out any serious mishap, 

Before entering Into a description of this 
splendid attraction, I must pause long enuf 
to congratulate Frank Robbins upon his excel- 
lent enterprise. The harmonious spirit of fra- 
ternity, the atmrosfere of hospitality which pre- 
vails around this show, and the precision with 
which each department does its work, speaks in 
eloquent terms of the aggressiv ability and 
perfect control with which this show is man- 
aged. 

In order that a clear and concise understand- 
ing of how well this show is managed, may b« 
conveyed to the reader, I shall describe the 
happenings from the time of my arrival in the 
circus city. Upon my arrival I found the 
streets crowded with people awaiting the com- 
ing of the first parade. In a little while the 
crowd, full of excitement, yelled, ‘“‘Here she 
comes,"’ and looking far up tbe street we saw 
the glitter of colors and heard the strains of 
the band. Then came in sight Milton Robbins, 
lending big first parade of the 1913 season. He 
lookt the picture of contentment. and well he 
should be for he never led & pageant more 
splendid or better than this one. Altho Col- 
linsville has a population of only 9,000, it 
seemed as tho there were twice that number 
along the sidewalks. After Milton Robbins, who 
was seated behind Miss Winnie Robbins’ pranc- 
ing steed, ‘‘Ned.’’ came the band wagon, con 
taining Prof. Henry Kern's Band of 12 pieces, 
in bright, new uniforms of red and black: fol 
lowing this wagon came James Irwin, driving 
a handsome white stallion to a pure white bug- 
gy: then a troupe of male couriers in white 
uniforms trimmed in gold braiding and silver 
buttons and helmets, then another display of 
earved wagons, followed by a herd of Shetiand 
penies, which caught the eye of the children: 
bext we saw Miss May Coleman in her den of 
snakes, more wagons, and then Miss Yerke on 
her beautiful horse, “Harry.’’ She made a 
pretty effect in her costume of black velvet. 
trimmed in white and green: Prof. Eastman’s 
Band of 10 pieces came next, followed by a 
tend of clowns creating no end of merriment 
in their roman chariots; more wagons, includ- 
ing a cage of leopards and lions that proved to 
be splendid specimens; last came a herd of ele- 
fents and camels. 

The parade moved with clock-like precision, 
and everyone that witnessed it went home 
vowing that he and she mus¢ see the show that 
would soon begin its first performance vn the 
lot some two miles out. 

Returning to the cireus lot, I saw a mam- 
meth city of tents where everyone seemed busy 
as bees making ready for the first display of 
silk and gold. <A flutter of the newly painted 
banners and the band playing sweet music, an 
nounct that the side-show was ready for busi- 
ness. The side-show, under the supervision of 
A. L. Salvall, was brand new in all its equip- 
ment and housed a most interesting congrega 
tion of specialties. As we passed from one 
attraction to another we saw Mme. Salvall in 
mind-reading and fortune telling: Mlle. Albertae 
and LaBelle Asia, Oriental dancers; Eastman’s 
Colored Minstrels, Harry Molton, ventriloquist; 
May Coleman, snake charmer; Al. Nuttle, the 
musical nut; Prince Yellow Boy, the sword 
swallower, and Prof. Salvall, in feats of magic. 
The blow-off to this performance was a well 
attended exhibition of Oriental dancing. 

Soon after the red and white wagons in charge 
of Ernest Cooke and Clarence Farrell were 
opened, and the crowd began wending its way 
towards the big top. The pasteboards were 
eagerly songht at 50 cents per, with an addi 
tional quarter for reserved seats. This brought 
us in touch with that most gentle lady, Mrs 
Frank A. Robbins, who has charge of the front 
door, and she saw that every one had the proper 
ticket. Once inside the tent we became in 
terested in a splendid menagerie containing 
many fine specimens of jungle beasts This 
department in charge of William Thompson and 
Archie Dunlap was most perfectly laid out and 
Milton Rebbins had his candy stands fully 
equipt with the much sought red lemonade and 
sweets, 

The main top, which seats 3.000. contained 
three rings that were handsomely decorated in 
the usual American colors. Prof. Kern had 
his band playing all the latest ragtime melodies 
and kept the audience in good spirits until 
Joseph Berris, the equestrian director, made his 
Sypearance, and the crowd knew that the 
show was ¢o start At the blow of the whistle 
began the following program:

GREAT NORTHERN SHOWS OPEN. 

Toledo, Ohio, May 4 (Special to The Bill- 
toard).—The Great Northwestern Shows opened 
in Toledo, Ohio, Saturday night, May 3, under 
the most favorable weather and general con- 
ditions that could be desired.
